Trade is the Life of this Nation, we can 
no more live without it, than without Bread, 
nor can we have Bread withoutit ; for tho’ 
the Lands in England equally divided might, 


as [hinted before, fupply the full Number 
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of the People here with Food ; yet the Lands 
asnow divided, and as the People are di- 
vided, I mean into rich and poor, would 
not feed half of the People ; Not that the 
Quantity would fail, but Employment being 


_- taken from the Poor, they would immediate: 


ly want the Meansto buy Bread, and then 
unlefs the Rich divided it to them Gratis, 
they muft ftarve ; -0 divide it Gratis, would 
be to divide their Eftates again, and foall 
comes to the levelling Principle again. 

But Trade is the Life of a Nations 
Wealth; Trade makes thoufands live ina 
Country,mose than the Lands can maintain; 
Trade makes the whole World live by, and 
depend upon one another; Trade makes 
barren Climates fruitful, thinly-inhabited 
Countries populous, poor Countries rich, 
cold uninhabited America warm, hot {corch- 
ing Africa cool; it makes {cattering Hutts 
grow into Villages, little Villages into large 
Market- Towns, aod thofe again into popu- 
lous Cities ; Trade forms Corporations, 
procures Privileges, and makes the Bur- 
roughsand Towns merit to be reprefented in 
Parliament, as well, as the Nobility and 
Freehold. 

_ Again, Trade forts the People, it plants 


_ them in Numbers and Bodies, from whence 


comes Union and Wealth, and from thence 
Strength and Power, and all the Appendi- 
ces which ferve to make Nations great, 
opulent and famous inthe World. *Iwould 
be needlefs to defcend to Particulars in a 
Nation grown great by no other Method ; 
England, now in a Way to be the greateft 
Nation in the World, is wholly rais’d by 
Trade, its Wealth, Lands, People and 
Strength are all improv’d and increas’d by 
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the Afiftance of Commerce, and we ftand 
now in ourewn prefent happy Poftore on 
only two Foundations ; growing Wealth by 
great MantifaGtures, and jaf Cassremett 
to fecure Property and fopport Trade. 

Teould enlarge on thefe Heads, if I had 
Leifure for the Debate, and could very well 
illuftrate the real Growth, Greatnefs, Wealth 
and Profperity of this Nation to confift mits 
Commerce, to rife from it, depend upon it, 
and thac it muft (enfibly and proportionably 
decay with it; But I cannot think this fo 
needful now, as what elfe remains to be 
faid; fince Ihope, Yneed not {uppofe Eng- 
Jand fo hoodwink’d-In her Reafon, as not to 
know it. 

I come therefore to examine the Modus, 
how and by what Method Trade has brought 
all chis to pafs, and then fhall enter into 
the true State of the Englifh Trade 5 how it 
fabfifts, how it has infinuated it {elf, like the 
Animal Spirits in the Body, into every Part 
of the Nation, and how it affeéts by its Influ- 
ence every Branch of our Profperity sand this, 
I hope, will convince thofe, before whom the 
Matter now lyes,ofwhat Confequence it maft 
be to turn the great Channel of our Trade 
from its natural Courfe, interrupt its ftated 
Office, viz. Maintaining the People, and 
giving Employment to the Poor. 

When I {peak of Trade in general, Lin- 
clude our whole Commerce ; but asI come 
to the Particulars, I muft diftinguihh, and 
I thall do it, as concifely as I can. 

Our Trade is to be divided into Inland 
Trade, foreign Trade and Manufa&tures— 
Tis true, our Manufaétures here are the 
Foundation of all our Trade, fummarily con- 
fider’d 5 becaufe they are the Staple of our 
Exportation, and the Subfiftence of our Peo- 
ple. But again, our Home-Confumption, 
both of our Produce and of the vaft Return 
we make from abroad, {s the Life and Sup- 
port of our Manufaétures. 

If we had not by our Numbers of ere 
and our Manner of Living in Engin » a 
vaft Confamption for the Goods which we 
import from all Parte of the World, our 
Manufaétures would find a great Check a- 
broad in their Sale; and in particular our 
Navigation would be entirely ruin’d, ‘Ante 
that Nation, that can only fraight her te 


out, and bring little or notling home, cas 
never employ Shipping on an equal Foot 
with her Neighbours; the back Fraight of 
all our Ships being the Encouragement of 
their Voyages, the Charge of which muft 
elfe lye wholly on the Manufaéture ex- 
ported.
